A riesnisn Assassination.— I'he New 
Orleans Delta has a letter dated at Marion, 
in Texas, on the 4th ult., which say*:— One 
of those revolting as*a%Mi>atioiis at which the 
heart sickens, and which haw become mi com- 
mon in those days of enormity, was committed 
in this county on the mght of the 25th ult. 
The victims were A. K. Moore, Kaq., his wife 
and a lovely orphan girl, t«elve years old, who 
was br adoption, one of the family. They hid 
just sealed themselves at the supper table io 
the entry of their houw, when the auasMn, 
cooly fixing a rest for his gun by propping a 
board between the two stems of an slthea 
twenty steps from the table, nnd in full view 
of his unsuspecting victims, discharged at them 
a double barrelled gun. At the first fire 
Moore fall. His wife, who sat on his left, ex- 
claimed, u Lord have mercy 1" and at that in- 
stant received the contents or a if com! gun 
fired in quick succession. She fell instantly 
and the orphau girl who was seated ou Muorc\ 
right, and between Muore hwl the assassin, 
sprang into the house and called for camnhir, 
but before the servant could gel to her >he 
was dead. Mr. Moure received three shots 
in the head, and four in (he right stile of th>: 
chest. His arm above the elbow was much 
shattered, and ibe hand shot throii''h. lie 
lired a few minutes, hut never spoke, Mrs. 
Moore received four shots in (lie face, and 
uever seemed to breathe after she fell. A sin- 
gle shot struck (lie young girl a little to the 
left of the spine, passed through the heart, and 
coming out of thi* left c'pptc, lodged id her 
clothes. Mr. Moore was an amiable, intelli- 
gent, worthy citizen. Among th* most Wo- 
manly and benevolent of hrr sex. Mrs. Moore 
had no superior. Without children herself, 
>heihad shown the goodness of her nature i.i ad- 
opting from among the indigent ibreeluuneltss 
orphans, on whom she not only lavished alt the 
care and kindnrsi of a mother, but by will ha* 
left them (now but two, a young lady sixteen 
aud a boy fourteen years) most of her large
